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REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


FOR UNION SCHOOL DISTRICT NO. 4. 


During the past year the schools have been under the instruction 
of Miss Alice E. Freese and Miss Lizzie A. Chase, for the Gram- 
mar and Primary departments, respectively. 


Owing to the large number of pupils in the Primary School, at 
the beginning of the Fall term, it was thought advisable, by the 
Board, to introduce an additional teacher. Accordingly, the ser- 
vices of Miss Marion Lyford were secured for ten weeks of the Fall 
term, at an expense of fifty dollars. 


The Board feel no hesitation in assuring the District that, in their 
judgement, the like amount of money has never been expended to 
better advantage for the school. Miss Lyford seems peculiarly 
adapted for managing and instructing the small scholars, and the 
result of the third department was satisfactory. 


Miss Freese, in the Grammar department, has labored faithfully 
and earnestly, and with a degree of success commensurate with her 
labors. 

The Primary department, under Miss Chase, has been prosper- 
ous, notwithstanding the crowding of the room. It is simply im- 
possible for one teacher to do justice to such a school as this, and 
we hope the District will give its immediate attention to fitting up 
another-room for a third department. a 

In conclusion we wish to report that the success in each and all 
of the departments, as evidenced by the examination at the close 
of the year, has fully met the expectations of the Board; and we .- 
trust, is satisfactory to the friends and patrons of the school as re- 
gards progress, thoroughness, and discipline.

The schools for the year have, as a rule, proved successful, and 
in almost every case a marked advancement has been made. 


In accordance with the instructions given by the town, a large 
map of New Hampshire has been purchased for, and placed in 
each school-room. ‘This we consider a valuable addition to the 
meager working apparatus of our schools. 


During the year, the number of scholars’ names on the “Roll of ° 
Honor” has doubled. This list comprises the names of all pupils 
who have been present every half day of a term without being 
tardy. ‘This increase is gratifying, for the prompter and more con- 
tinuous the attendance, the better for the pupils, and for the good 
name of the school. We hope parents will give more attention to 
this matter. | 


The attention of all future Prudential Committees is called to 
the General Statutes, chapter 81, section 15, which reads as follows « 
“Every teacher, at the close of his school and at the end of each 
term thereof, ska// make a return of such register or record to the 

School Committee of the town, who shall give to him a certificate 
thereof ; and zo teacher shall receive payment for his services until 
such certificate is produced and delivered to the Prudential Com- 
mittee.”” Were this law enforced, your Committee would be saved 
much trouble and annoyance. As it now is, the registers are not 
always promptly returned, and sometimes improperly filled out.
